On June 6, 2018, Kentucky Power Company (Kentucky Power) filed a motion 

requesting that this matter be set for hearing. On June 19, 2018, the Attorney General of 

the Commonwealth of Kentucky, by and through the Office of Rate Intervention, (Attorney 

General) also file a motion requesting that this matter be set for hearing on all pending 

issues. 

In response to these motions, the Commission issued an order on July 25, 2018, 

setting a hearing date in this case for Tuesday, August 21 , 2018. Subsequently, on July 

26, 2018, Kentucky Power filed a motion to reschedule the hearing on the grounds that 

counsel for Kentucky Power would be unavailable and that the attorney who would 

normally cover the matter in the absence of lead counsel was no longer with the firm. The 

Attorney General has not filed an objection to the motion to reschedule. 

We find that Kentucky Power's motion should be granted and that the hearing date 

should be rescheduled from August 21 , 2018, to Tuesday, November 27, 2018. 



IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that: 

1. Kentucky Power's motion to reschedule the hearing in this proceeding is 

granted. 

2. A hearing shall be held on Tuesday, November 27, 2018, at 9:00 a.m. 

Eastern Daylight Time, in Hearing Room 1 of the Commission's offices at 211 Sower 

Boulevard in Frankfort, Kentucky. 

3. Kentucky Power shall give notice of the hearing in compliance with 807 KAR 

5:001 , Section 9(2)(b). In addition, the notice of hearing shall include the following 

statement: "This hearing will be streamed live and may be viewed on the PSC website, 

psc.ky.gov." At the time the notice is mailed or publication is requested, Kentucky Power 

shall forward a duplicate of the notice and request to the Commission . 

4. Pursuant to KRS 278.360 and 807 KAR 5:001 , Section 9(9), a digital video 

transcript shall be made of the hearing.
